CSU  conferred  241  undergraduate 
and  36  graduate  degrees  at  its  spring 
commencement  exercises,  held  May  1. 
Eight  CSU  graduates  were  commissioned 
as  officers  in  the  United  States  Air  Force 
over  the  weekend  upon  successful  com- 
pletion of  the  AFROTC  program. 

Commencement  speaker  Pierre 
Manigault  received  an  honorary  doctor 
of  humane  letters  degree.  Manigault,  a 
1984  graduate  of 
Southern  Methodist 
University,  is  vice 
chairman  of  the  board 
of  the  Evening  Post 
Publishing  Company, 
which  owns  The  Post 
and  Courier  and  other 
media  outlets. 

Manigault  spoke  to 
the  graduates  about  the

lives.  "No  longer  will 
you  be  able  to  schedule 
your  first  class  at   1  1 
a.m.,"  he  said.  "Every 
day  will  be  an  8:00 
class.  Annual  holiday

change  is  freedom  -  you  are  fully  respon- 
sible for  determining  your  destiny." 

He  encouraged  the  students  to  "find  out 
what  it  is  that  makes  your  heart  soar. 
Passion  for  your  life's  work  will  be  its  own 
reward."  Manigault  used  the  example  of 
his  own  early  career  in  wildlife  filmmaking 
to  demonstrate  that  life's  path  is  not  always 
straight.  He  spent  several  years  working  for 
the  Washington  Post,  National  Geographic 
and   KOAA-TV  in  Colorado  Springs,

Colo.,  before  returning  to  Charleston  and 
the  firmily  newspaper  business.  "Be  open  to 
change,  but  remain  true  to  what  is  in  your 
heart.  Follow  your  beliefs  and  your  heart, 
and  you  won  t  go  wrong." 

Manigault  also  announced  a  $50,000 
gift  from  the  Post  and  Courier  Foundation 
toward  the  creation  of  the  J.  Douglas 
Donehue  Post  and  Courier  Scholarship  for 
Community  Journalism.  Donehue 
worked  for  the  Post 
and  Courier  newspa- 
per for  more  than  40 
years.  He  also  taught 
journalism  courses  at 
the  University  for 
many  years.  The 
scholarship  will  pro- 
vide recipients  with 
financial  aid  as  well  as 
an  opportunity  to 
intern  at  one  of  the 
Evening  Post  Publish- 
ing Company's  local 
newspapers.

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Senator  Lindsey  Graham  (R-SC) 
Visits  Charleston  Southern

On  March  18,  United  States  Senator 
Lindsey  Graham  visited  the  campus. 
Graham  toured  the  campus,  including  the 
construction  site  for  the  University's  new 
science  center,  then  spent  time  speaking 
to  students,  faculty  and  staff  -  and 
answering  their  questions. 

The  Senator  also  explained  his  views 
on  the  current  war  on  terrorism,  stating 
that  "war  is  usually  about  a  clash  of  ideas." 
He  reminded  the  students  in  the  room 
that  the  average  age  of  a  soldier  is  just  19 
years  old  -  close  to  their  own  ages  -  and 
that  if  al  Qaeda  and  other  such  terrorist 
groups  had  their  way,  no  young  women 
would  be  at  any  university.  "I  am  sure  that 
it  breaks  Gods  heart  to  have  his  goodness 
and  love  used  as  an  excuse  to  kill  people," 
Graham  said,  referring  to  Muslim  extrem-

ists  who  justify  their  actions  by  calling 
this  a  holy  war  against  the  West.  "The  key 
to  this  war  is  commitment,"  Graham  stat- 
ed emphatically  "Our  value  system  is 
worth  dying  for,  but  more  importantly,  is 
worth  living  for." 

Asked  about  his  vote  on  a  recent 
Medicare  bill,  Graham  addressed  the  issue 
of  federal  entitlement  programs,  which 
currently  take  up  roughly  56  percent  of 
the  federal  budget.  "These  programs  have 
worthy  goals,  but  we  have  sat  on  the  side- 
lines and  let  the  costs  of  these  programs 
explode,"  Graham  said.  He  also  explained 
that  since  17  percent  of  the  federal  budg- 
et goes  toward  paying  the  national  debt, 
over  two-thirds  of  the  federal  budget  is 
"on  autopilot."  Medicare  has  tried  to  be 
all  things  to  all  people,  said  Graham,  and 
is  now  $13  trillion  underfunded.  "I  voted 
no  for  you,"  he  explained.  "A  lot  of  the 
people  who'll  have  to  pay  for  this  aren't 
even  born  yet."  He  continued,  "Social 
Security  is  a  system  that  -  if  we  don't 
redesign  it  soon  -  the  next  generation  will 
have  to  double  their  tax  contributions  or 
reduce  benefits  by  28  percent." 

One  audience  member  asked  Graham 
about  a  bill  he  helped  introduce  regard- 
ing decency  standards  in  the  media,  and 
whether  this  intruded  upon  First 
Amendment  rights.  "We're  so  focused  on 
rights,  we've  forgotten  our  responsibili- 
ties as  Americans,"  Graham  responded. 
"There's  a  balance  between  individual 
freedom  and  responsibility  to  society  as  a 
whole."  Current  FCC  regulations  impose 
a  $27,000  first-time  fine  for  media  out- 
lets who  broadcast  obscene  or  indecent 
material.  The  bill  in  question  would 
increase  that  first-time  fine  to  $270,000. 
"I  want  to  put  some  teeth  into  the  stan- 
dards," said  Graham.  •

Jenzabar  CEO  Speaks  to  Students 


Robert  Maginn,  CEO  of  Jenzabar, 
Inc.,  spoke  to  students  in  a  capstone 
MBA  course  this  spring.  Jenzabar  pro- 
vides Internet  enterprise 
software,  e-learning  solu- 
tions, and  a  higher  education 
enterprise  information  por- 
tal to  700  campuses 
worldwide.  One-fifth  of  the 
colleges  and  universities  in 
the  United  States  run 
Jenzabar  programs,  includ- 
ing CSU.  Founded  in 
1 998,  Jenzabar  is  headquar- 
tered in  Cambridge,  Mass. 

Maginn  first  explained 
the  history  of  Jenzabar  and 
its  name  to  the  class. 
Maginns  wife,  Ling  Chai, 
founded  the  company  alter 
going  through  the  MBA  program  at 
Harvard.  Her  class  served  as  a  "guinea 
pig"  for  integrating  teaching  and  Internet 


technology.  She  was  so  impressed  with  the 
concept  that  she  expanded  it  to  create 
Jenzabar.  Maginn  said  that  the  name  is  his 
interpretation  of  how  one 
would  spell,  in  English,  a 
Mandarin  word  he  heard 
his  wife  say,  which  means 
"the  class  of  the  best  and 
brightest." 

When     Jenzabar  was 
formed,  explained  Maginn, 
the  higher  education  tech- 
nology   marketplace  was 
fragmented  and  inefficient. 
"We  took  the  strategy  or 
becoming  the  first  end-to- 
end  player,  with  both  the 
back-end    and  front-end 
software  in  the  same  com- 
pany," he  said. 
Maginn  then  gave  the  students  his 
"recipe  for  success,"  which  starts  with  the 
three  Cs:   customers,  competitors,  and 


capabilities.  He  told  the  students  to  ask 
themselves  how  they  could  best  serve  their 
customers.  Jenzabar's  founders  came  to 
the  conclusion  that  "we  needed  to  put  our 
money  into  bringing  the  front  and  back 
end  together." 

The  second  part  of  the  recipe  is  the  4  Ps, 
which  every  marketing  or  business  student 
learns:  place,  price,  product,  and  promo- 
tion. "We  realized  we  had  to  locus  on 
being  a  leader  and  innovator  in  product  - 
the  most  important  P  lor  us,"  said  Maginn. 

The  final  part  of  the  recipe  is  resource 
allocation.  Maginn  urged  students  to 
strive  for  100  percent  customer  loyalty 
and  100  percent  customer  satisfaction, 
saying,  "we  need  to  focus  on  what  we  can 
do  to  retain  our  customers."  Maginn 
added  that  it  is  important  to  figure  out 
who  the  customer  is.  Jenzabar  started  out 
addressing  the  student  as  customer,  and 
then  faculty,  but  finally  figured  out  that 
administrators  are  their  real  customers.  •

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Issues,  Individuals,  Involvement:  Christians  and  the  Political  Process 
Values  and  Ethics  Series  Calls  Christians  to  Stand  Up  for  What  They  Believe 


Over  the  past 
three  years,  the 
annual  Values  and 
Ethics  Series  has 
moved  from  a  rather 
quiet,  pleasant  tradi- 
tion on  campus  to  a 
time  of  passionate 
reflection  and  discourse  with  students  and 
faculty  lining  up  early  to  get  tickets  and 
clamoring  for  a  seat  at  the  forum. 

The  2004  series  focused  on  "Christians 
and  the  Political  Process."  The  three-day 
experience  drew  students,  faculty,  and 
community  together  to  consider  some  of 
the  hot  political  topics  of  the  day  and  how 
professing  Christians  might  fully  engage 
in  the  political  process  while  keeping  their 
values  and  ethics  as  a  guiding  light. 

Day  one  was  a  student-only  experience 
designed  to  offer  students  knowledge  to 


apply  in  the  forthcoming  days  of  the  series. 
Faculty  members  prepared  a  book  of  read- 
ings from  contemporary  authors, 
philosophers  and  political  pundits.  The 
booklet  contained  provocative  pieces  such 
as  "Christians  have  a  biblical  mandate:  be 
political,"  "Why  gay  marriage  would  be 
harmful,"  and  "When  piety  takes  center 
stage:  for  talking  about  their  faiths,  the 
candidates  should  be  praised  not  pilloried." 

A  luncheon  discussion  facilitated  by 
teaching  interns  from  the  School  of 
Education  covered  questions  such  as:  "Do 
Christians  have  political  power?  Why  do  you 
believe  this?"  and  "Should  Christians  seek 
political  power  or  focus  on  evangelism?" 
Students  expressed  their  opinions  with  con- 
viction. A  senior  majoring  in  religion  said, 
"When  will  we  stop  compromising  our 
beliefs  and  stop  redrawing  the  line  in  the 
sand?  What  will  be  our  breaking  point?" 

The  luncheon  on  day  two  featured  a 
panel  of  alumni  who  work  in  the  public 
service  arena:  Carrie  Breidenbach,  a  2003 
graduate  working  for  Congressman 
Henry  Brown;  Private  Jonathan  Lane,  a 
2003  graduate  serving  in  the  Charleston 
City  Police  Department;  David  Weiss,  a 
2003  graduate  with  a  double  major  in  his- 
tory and  political  science  currently 
working  as  a  district  trainer  for  a  major 
grocery  chain;  and  Joy  OBidike,  student 
government  president,  who  is  preparing 
for  medical  school. 

Dr.  Stan  Perrine  facilitated  the  panel 
with  questions  such  as:  "Do  you  feel  that 
God  calls  certain  Christians  to  be  politi- 
cally active?"  and  "  How  do  you  feel  about 
the  statement  that  the  Bible  clearly  states 
that  we  are  to  shape  our  culture,  not  be 
shaped  by  it?  How  does  this  impact  your 
view  on  becoming  involved  in  political 
and  social  issues  as  a  Christian?" 

The  discussion  was  lively,  with  audi- 
ence members  submitting  questions  that

were  sometimes  controversial.  Lane 
expressed  an  emerging  theme,  saying: 
"We  should  use  our  careers  as  a  tool  for 
God  and  our  work  as  a  witness  for  God." 

Breidenbach  urged  the  audience 
toward  active  involvement,  encouraging 
them  to  do  personal  research  on  candi- 
dates and  to  register  to  vote. 

Weiss  used  his  own  career  path  to  point 
out  that  involvement  didn't  mean  that 
one  had  to  work  in  politics  to  be  effective. 
He  stressed  the  importance  of  involve- 
ment through  business  and  the  private 
sector  and  of  staying  current  with 
research,  reading,  and  writing  letters  to 
ones  legislators  or  the  newspaper. 

Joy  OBidike  cautioned  the  audience 
against  using  the  church  for  emotional 
power  plays  with  a  political  tone.  The 
church  should  teach  "biblical  truth  and 
not  endorse  any  one  candidate,"  she  said. 

Day  three  of  the  series  took  the  campus 
full  circle  from  issues  to  involvement. 
The  Rev.  Joe  Darby,  senior  pastor  of 
Morris  Brown  AME  church  and  a  state 
level  officer  of  the  NAACP,  represented 
the  Democratic  Party  viewpoint. 
Countering  his  perspective  was  Chip 
Campsen,  a  former  senior  policy  advisor 
to  Republican  Governor  Mark  Sanford 
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and  CEO  of  Fort  Sumter  Tours.  Each 
gave  a  candid,  personalized  view  of  how 
Christianity  and  political  involvement 
can  be  healthy  and  powerful.  Although 
their  views  were  diverse,  there  appeared  to 
be  a  solid  agreement  on  the  importance  of 
keeping  biblical  truth  as  a  sacred  center 
and  individuals  using  their  minds  and 
hearts  to  make  careful  political  decisions. 

After  last  years  powerful  series  that 
focused  on  Christians  and  the  Theory  of 
Just  War,  which  ran  during  the  time  that 
war  with  Iraq  was  declared,  some  won- 
dered if  the  same  level  of  momentum  and 
interest  could  be  sustained.  Student 
Jessica  Roberts  offered  proof  that  it  was: 
"Our  Constitution  was  founded  on 
Christian  principles  and  a  belief  in  God. 
If  Christians  don't  stand  up  for  these 
beliefs,  others  will  come  in  and  turn  our 
government  upside  down,"  she  said. 

The  annual  Values  and  Ethics  Series  is 
supported  by  the  University  and  through 
a  generous  gift  from  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Carl  W.

An  experimental,  poetic,  beauti- 
fully written,  sad  story  of  a 
Southern  family's  decline.

I  wanted  to  have  at  least  one  book  on 
this  list  from  an  underappreciated  writer 
who  still  publishes  regularly,  and  I  had  to 
pick  the  excellent  Ron  Carlson.  His  sto- 
ries (three  books  of  short  stories  are 
reprinted  in  A  Kind  of  Flying,  but  it's  all 
very  affordable,  I  promise)  show  an  amaz- 
ing heart  and  delicacy.  Too,  as  the  New 
York  Times  Book  Review  reports,  these  sto- 
ries reveal  that  in  one  sense  Ron  Carlson 
is  that  rarest  of  modern  writers:  he's  not 
afraid  to  let  the  reader  laugh,  and  he's  not 
scared  of  happy  endings,  either.  His  novel 
The  Speed  of  Light  was  written  for  adults, 
although  you'll  sometimes  find  it  classi- 
fied as  a  young  adult  novel.  In  The  Speed 
of  Light,  Carlson  perfectly  captures  that 
in-between  time  we  all  go  through  in  life 
at  12  or  13,  when  we're  no  longer  kids, 
but  we're  not  really  teenagers  or  adults 
yet,  either.

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Years  of  Planning  Go  into  New  Church 


Soon  a  new  church  building  will  rest  on 
the  corner  of  Broad  River  Road  and 
West  Shady  Grove  Road  in  a  growing  area 
of  the  state,  just  north  of  Irmo. 

But  the  foundation  for  River  Springs 
Church  was  years  in  the  making.  The  Rev. 
Tim  Shull  '83  first  felt  the  tug  to  start  a 
new  church  while  serving  as  pastor  of 
First  Baptist  Church,  Honea  Path,  in  the 
mid  90s.  "I  presented  myself  to  the  new 
work  director  of  the  South  Carolina 
Baptist  Convention  (SCBC),  and  he  told 
me  that  pastors  of  churches  like  FBC 
Honea  Path  don't  start  new  churches," 
said  Tim. 

But  the  idea  would  not  leave  him. 
"When  'The  Purpose  Driven  Church 
book  came  out  in  1995,  I  knew  what  I 
had  to  do,"  said  Tim.  The  years  from 
1995  to  2000  were  spent  preparing  for  a 


new  church.  He  visited  Saddleback 
Church  in  California  several  times.  Rick 
Warren,  author  of  the  Purpose  Driven 
books,  is  pastor  of  Saddleback. 

"In  November  of  2000,  I  started  what 
would  be  five  months  without  salary  in 
order  to  do  the  work  and  lay  a  foundation 
for  starting  a  new  church,"  said  Tim.  Tim 
worked  with  Lexington  Baptist 
Association's  Director  of  Missions, 
Johnny  Rumbough,  a  1981  CSU  alum- 
nus, to  select  an  area  of  large  population 
growth.  A  time  of  assembling  a  planting 
team,  surveying  people  in  the  area  and 
studying  demographics  followed.  "It  takes 
different  kinds  of  churches  to  reach  dif- 
ferent kinds  of  people,"  said  Tim.  "We 
studied  and  came  to  understand  the  peo- 
ple who  have  recently  moved  to  this  area." 

Currently,  the  church  meets  at  Dutch

Fork  Middle  School.  Everything  needed 
to  conduct  a  church  service  rolls  off  a  24- 
foot  trailer  on  Sunday  mornings.  "We 
conduct  very  contemporary  and  visual 
services,"  said  Tim.  "Our  band  is  edgier 
than  most  and  extremely  talented."  The 
church  has  grown  from  five  families  to 
more  than  160  members. 

Faith  and  flexibility  have  played  impor- 
tant roles  in  the  growth  of  the  church. 
"There  have  been  plenty  of  times,  and  still 
are,  when  we  don't  know  if  it's  all  going  to 
work  out,"  said  Tim.  "It  wouldn't  be  faith 
if  we  knew.  At  no  time  were  we  discour- 
aged by  any  lack  of  financial  support, 
promised  or  otherwise.  God  has  made 
sure  we've  had  what  we  needed  at  just  the 
right  moment  we  needed  it.  Many  times 
we  have  proceeded  like  we  had  the  money 
we  needed,  but  without  it  in  hand,  and 
then  rejoiced  when  it  was  provided." 

Tim  credits  his  wife,  Gloria,  as  being  a 
great  help.  The  former  Gloria  Saxon, 
Gloria  graduated  from  CSU  in  1984  and 
presently  serves  as  group  assistant  with  the 
Missions  Mobilization  Group  of  the 
SCBC.  She  serves  on  the  River  Springs 
pastors  council  and  is  the  preschool  min- 
ister. The  Shulls  sold  their  house  and 
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moved  to  the  new  area  before  the  church 
was  up  and  running.  "God  provided  a 
house  with  a  large  den  and  kitchen  and  a 
huge  front  (parking  area)  yard,  but  when 
the  real  estate  agent  showed  it  to  us,  I  did- 
n't think  Gloria  would  like  it  because  it 
wasn't  as  nice  as  some  we  had  seen,"  said 
Tim.  When  they  entered  the  house, 
Gloria  said,  "Now  this  is  a  house  where 


you  can  start  a  church." 

Many  churches  and  individuals  have 
supported  the  new  church.  The  main 
sponsor  church  has  been  First  Baptist 
Church,  West  Columbia.  Tim's  father,  the 
Rev.  Lonnie  Shull,  is  pastor  of  FBC  West 
Columbia.  "My  father  and  my  mother 
have  been  a  great  help  to  Gloria  and  me 
and  the  new  believers  at  River  Springs," 


said  Tim.  "I  strongly  encourage  church 
planters  to  keep  their  autonomy  but  to 
partner  with  at  least  one  strong  estab- 
lished church  for  prayer  support  and 
accountability." 

As  the  church  family  looks  forward  to 
occupying  their  first  building,  they  are 
excited  about  the  potential  they  still  see  in 
the  area.  "It's  in  our  DNA  to  support  mis- 
sions, to  send  missionaries  and  to  start 
new  churches,"  said  Tim.  "While  we  are  a 
casual  dress,  rock  and  roll  church,  we  will 
start  new  churches  with  different  styles.  It 
takes  all  kinds  of  churches,  new  and  old, 
to  reach  all  kinds  of  people." 

The  Shulls  have  two  children:  Jared, 
14,  and  Hannah,  12.  Tim  and  Gloria  met 
on  campus  in  the  spring  of  1981.  "I  was 
late  for  class  one  morning  and  ran  over 
her,  literally,"  said  Tim.  "I  stopped  to  help 
her  pick  up  her  books  and  later  asked  her 
to  go  with  me  to  a  movie  in  the  campus 
theater."  In  August,  they  will  have  been 
married  20  years.  They  both  earned  mas- 
ter's degrees  at  New  Orleans  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary.

Here  on  the  South  Carolina  coast,  we 
are  used  to  monitoring  each  tropical 
storm  as  it  leaves  the  coast  of  Africa.  As 
the  parent  of  a  CSU  student,  you  will  get 
accustomed  to  watching  the  weather  dur- 
ing hurricane  season,  also. 

WATCH 

Once  a  hurricane  watch  is  issued  for 
the  Charleston  area,  the  following  will 
happen  on  campus.  A  watch  is  usually 
declared  by  the  National  Weather  Service 
36  hours  prior  to  the  predicted  arrival  of 
a  hurricane.  At  the  time  a  hurricane  watch 
is  posted  for  our  area,  all  employees  will 
be  notified  of  the  storm  status  and  will  be 
put  on  alert.  Watch  status  means  the 
University  will  prepare  to  mobilize  in  case 
the  situation  deteriorates. 

The  dean  of  students  will  notify  the 
residence  life  staff  that  a  meeting  with  res- 
ident students  needs  to  occur.  Students 
will  be  required  to  fill  out  travel  sheets. 
These  sheets  are  especially  useful  if  stu- 


dents are  not  able  to  go  to  their  own 
homes  but  will  be  traveling  to  the  home 
of  a  roommate  or  friend. 

WARNING 

A  warning  is  usually  declared  12-24 
hours  before  the  predicted  arrival  of  a 
hurricane.  At  the  time  a  hurricane  warn- 
ing is  posted  for  this  area,  CSU  will  cancel 
classes  and  begin  closing  down  its  various 
administrative/support  operations.  The 
residence  life  staff  will  explain  to  resi- 
dents, via  voice  mail,  e-mail  and  resident 
assistants,  that  the  decision  has  been  made 
to  evacuate  and  classes  will  be  cancelled. 
When  the  decision  is  made  to  evacuate, 
students  are  to  start  leaving  the  University 
immediately.  Emergency  shelter  will  be 
open  to  students  who  do  not  have  other 
shelter. 

POSTEMERGENCY  PROCEDURES 

Following  a  hurricane,  the  campus 
emergency  operations  coordinator  will 


assess  the  extent  of  campus  damage  and 
determine  when  faculty,  staff  and  students 
may  return.  Information  regarding  the 
opening  of  the  campus  will  be  posted  to 
the  CSU  Web  site  and  distributed  to 
statewide  media  outlets.

The  hectic  day-to-day  life  at  a  university  doesn't  leave 
much  time  for  reflection.  Forty  years  doesn't  seem 
significant  until  you  reflect  on  how  much  the  University 
and  the  world  have  changed  in  the  past  40  years. 

In  1964  more  than  20,000  United  States  troops  were 
in  Vietnam;  three  civil  rights  workers  were  murdered  in 
Mississippi;  a  first-class  stamp  cost  $0.05;  a  gallon  of  gas 
cost  $0.30;  the  average  home  cost  was  $20,500.  The 
Beatles  appeared  on  the  "Ed  Sullivan  Show";  and  the  Ford 
Mustang,  Pop-tarts  and  Lucky  Charms  were  introduced. 

When  ground  was  broken  on  campus,  the  college  was 
way  outside  of  town."  Today,  CSU  sits  in  the  population 
center  of  the  Charleston  metro  region.  When  you  turn 
ut  of  campus,  what  once  was  woods  is  now  a  four-lane 
ghway  with  a  row  of  fast-food  restaurants  and  medical 
fices.

fhis  is  a  story  of  what  some  might  call  the 
1  birth  of  an  idea.  Others  might  call  it 
inspiration,  but  vision  is  the  way  one  man 
described  what  he  saw  one  afternoon  while 
he  was  raking  leaves  around  his  house. 

One  of  Dr.  Chester  Russell's  favorite 
quotes  was,  "Every  movement  of  water 
begins  with  one  drop."  He  often  took  that 
concept  into  his  daily  routines  when  he 
became  pastor  of  Remount  Baptist 
Church  in  1951. 

Sundays,  standing  at  the  pulpit,  he  was 
struck  by  the  numbers  of  young  people 
whom  he  had  grown  to  know  and  love. 
His  thoughts  raced  ahead,  trying  to  imag- 
ine what  might  be  in  the  short  years  ahead 
as  they  began  to  meet  the  responsibilities 
that  would  be  theirs  as  adults. 

In  the  1950s,  the  only  colleges  in  the 
Lowcountry  were  The  Citadel,  the 
Medical  College,  Palmer  Business  School 


and  the  small,  elite  College  of  Charleston. 
Parents  of  high  school  graduates  in  the  '50s 
could  perhaps  afford  tuition  to  study  at  one 
of  the  states  Baptist  colleges... Furman, 
Anderson  Junior  College  or  North 
Greenville  Junior  College.  But  to  add  cost 
for  room  and  board  was  beyond  possibility 
for  most  parents. 

In  a  paper  he  wrote  to  Baptist  pastors  and 
laymen,  Russell  described  what  happened 
the  day  he  saw  what  he  believed  was  a  vision 
from  God.  It  was,  he  said,  a  vision  of  a 
Christ-centered  college  in  the  Lowcountry, 
built  by  South  Carolina  Baptists.  It  would 
be  equipped  to  prepare  young  people  to  par- 
ticipate in  worldwide  endeavors. 

It  was  an  idea  few  pastors  saw  as  a  log- 
ical vision.  Most  thought  to  establish 
another  college  would  endanger  enroll- 
ments in  the  South  Carolina  colleges 
Baptists  already  supported.  But  Russell's 
heart  was  convinced  his  vision  was  God- 
sent.  Resolutely,  he  began  visiting  Baptist 
churches  in  the  Lowcountry,  making 
records  of  the  count  of  students 
approaching  high  school  and  college  age. 

He  spent  three  years  researching  records 
and  recording  numbers.  Year  by  year,  the 
numbers  grew.  Yet,  in  spite  of  the  evidence, 
the  people  in  leadership  roles  continued  to 
reject  the  numbers  and  the  idea  of  building 
a  college  in  the  Lowcountry. 

At  one  point  Russell  wrote,  "Were  it 
not  for  the  fact  that  the  startling  figures 
were  mounting  regularly,  I  would  have 
wavered  from  heartache  and  rejection." 
Then,  at  one  low  point,  Russell  described 
the  day  he  went  to  his  knees  and  specifi- 
cally and  fervently  gave  the 
yet-to-be-built  college  to  the  Lord.  "From 
that  day  on,"  he  said,  "I  never  one  time 
doubted  that  a  Baptist  college  would  be 
built  in  the  Lowcountry.'' 

But  the  way  was  not  easy.  At  that  time 
few  people  had  become  aware  of  the

potential  that  lay  ahead  in  the  develop- 
ment of  technologies  and  industries  that 
would  require  educated  workers  who 
could  cope  with  a  fast-moving  economy. 

It  was  at  the  encouragement  of  his 
friend  Dr.  Wallace  Rogers  that  Russell 
once  again  was  given  an  opportunity  to 
call  attention  to  the  numbers  he  had  care- 
fully recorded.  Those  numbers  so 
meticulously  recorded  indicated  that  in 
the  10  years  between  1950  and  I960,  the 
number  of  high  school  graduates  in 
Lowcountry  Baptist  churches  would  have 
increased  by  100  percent. 

Finally,  a  committee  was  appointed  to 
study  the  matter,  and  the  drops  of  water 
began  to  become  a  moving  river.  Russell's 
vision  began  to  take  shape  in  the  minds  of 
the  men  appointed  to  look  into  the  matter. 

And  the  challenge  was  taken  immediate- 
ly. The  vision  became  a  possibility  to  the 
men  on  the  committee.  These  included  Dr. 
John  A.  Hamrick,  pastor  at  Charleston's 
First  Baptist  Church;  Dr.  J.  Roy  Robinson, 
pastor  at  Citadel  Square  Baptist  Church, 
and  Charleston  Baptist  Association's  mis- 
sionary, the  Rev.  Wilbur  Horldt.  And  there 
was  a  layman,  H.E.  Ashby,  of  Cooper 
River  Federal  Bank,  who  led  a  campaign  to 
reach  individual  Baptists,  spreading  the 
challenge. 

The  South  Carolina  Baptist  Convention 
agreed  that  if  the  Charleston-based  com- 
mittee would  be  able  to  produce  evidence 
of  support  in  the  amount  of  $1  million, 
and  would  locate  a  site  suitable  for  a  cam- 
pus, the  SCBC  would  "look  with  favor"  on 
giving  its  approval. 

And,  one  by  one,  drops  of  approval 
began  to  gain  in  numbers,  and  slowly  but 
surely  they  became  a  rapidly  moving  river. 
Soon  there  was  support  from  the 
Lowcountry  and  beyond. 

The  site  became  a  center  of  communi- 
ty amazement,  because  a  college  was 


being  built  before  their  eyes. 
Meanwhile,  Dr.  John  Hamrick,  who 
met  the  financial  challenges  with  his 
enthusiastic  leadership,  had  been  named 
first  president  of  South  Carolina's 
newest  institution,  to  be  named  The 
Baptist  College  at  Charleston. 

And  to  the  astonishment  of  many, 
there  was  a  freshman  class  in  the  fall  of 
1965,  studying  temporarily  in  borrowed 
buildings,  while  on  the  campus  build- 
ings were  beginning  to  emerge.  And  by 
the  beginning  of  fall  semester  of  the  sec- 
ond year,  students  gathered  in  the 
physical  education  building  to  attend 
their  first  on-campus  convocation  hour. 

Dr.  Russell's  task  was  completed.  He 


had  been  faithful  to  his  vision.  And  the 
Lord  had  been  faithful  to  him  all  the  way. 
At  last,  in  1965,  his  compelling  vision 
had  proved  to  be  true. 

Twenty-five  years  later  he  returned  to 
visit  the  campus  and  to  give  thanks  that  it 
had  become  the  college  he  had  always 
believed  it  would  become.  Today,  thou- 
sands of  graduates  return,  now  and  then, 
to  walk  the  well-landscaped  acres.  And 
some  of  them  sometimes  take  a  few  min- 
utes to  meditate  as  they  walk  around  the 
Reflection  Pond.  Many  may  not  know 
who  Dr.  Chester  F.  Russell  was,  but  some 
will  remember  the  quote  that  "Every 
endeavor,  great  or  small,  begins  with  one 
person's  movement  toward  a  goal."  •

•  Women  students  are  held  responsible  for  informing  their  dates  concerning 
appropriate  dress.  Sportswear  is  acceptable  during  the  week  and  on  Saturday 
afternoon.  Business  attire  with  tie  and  coat  is  acceptable  on  Sunday,  and  sweater 
and  tie,  or  coat  and  tie,  will  be  appropriate  dress  for  Friday  and  Saturday  nights. 

•  When  going  beyond  campus  boundaries,  a  student  is  required  to  sign  out  upon 
leaving  and  to  sign  in  upon  returning. 

•  Students  may  go  to  town  provided  they  return  to  the  campus  by  7:30  p.m.

O'Neil,  who  started  8 1

Foster,    a  three-year

Her  35  career  dou- 
bles are  a  CSU  career 
record,   and   Foster  has 
twice  been  selected  a  second-team  all-con- 
ference athlete.  In  May,  Foster  was  selected 
a   first-team    all-conference  per- 
former. In  2002,  Foster  hit  eight 
homeruns,  setting  a  school  sin- 
gle-season mark.

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Mills  optimistic  about  2004  football  campaign

oming  off  a  1-11  season  marred  by 
injuries  and  an  obvious  lack  of  depth 
and  experience,  one  might  think  that  the 
only  place  for  the  football  program  to  go 
•  is  up.  That  is  the  opinion  of  second-year 
head  coach  Jay  Mills  as  he  prepares  his 
team  for  the  2004  season. 

"We  certainly  are  looking  for  bigger 
and  better  things  in  2004,"  said  Mills  at 
the  conclusion  of  spring  football  drills  in 
April.  "We  are  still  thin  in  some  areas,  and 
we're  still  going  to  be  somewhat  inexperi- 
enced because  we  ll  be  counting  on  some 
freshmen  to  fill  kev  backup  roles  this  fall. 
But  we're  definitely  headed  in  the  right 
direction  with  this  program.  I  thought  the 
football  team  made  great  strides  during 
the  spring.  We're  progressing  fundamen- 


tally, and  our  players  have  a  much  better 
feel  for  what  we're  trying  to  do." 

Mills  says  one  of  the  key  areas  of  con- 
cern coming  out  of  last  season  was  how 
his  team  would  respond  during  the  off- 
season workouts.  Like  any  coach,  Mills 
knew  the  months  following  the  end  of  last 
season  would  determine  the  success  for 
the  coming  season. 

"Where  we  have  grown  the  most  since 
the  end  of  last  season  has  been  in  the  areas 
of  leadership,  attitude  and  work  ethic," 
said  the  coach.  "Our  players  are  starting 
to  buy  into  what  we're  doing,  and  we  have 
leadership  that  maybe  we  lacked  at  times 
last  season.  We  still  have  a  long  ways  to  go 
in  so  many  areas,  but  we're  going  for- 
wards, not  backwards.  That  was 
important  for  us  during  the  spring." 


CSU's  offense  appears  to  be  in  capable 
hands  as  sophomore  quarterback  Collin 
Drafts  returns  with  a  full  year  of  experi- 
ence under  his  belt.  Drafts  completed  55 
percent  of  his  passes  for  1,977  yards  last 
season  and  completed  20-of-30  passes  for 
207  yards  in  the  annual  spring  game. 

"Collin  has  exceeded  my  expectations 
and  finished  very  strong  in  the  spring," 
said  Mills.  "He  has  always  had  the  talent, 
but  what  we  see  happening  now  is  his 
understanding  the  offense  so  much  better. 
He  has  taken  ownership  of  this  offense, 
maybe  a  year  sooner  than  we  expected." 

While  CSU  lost  their  top  receivers, 
Aaron  Dunklin  and  Don  Phillips,  the 
Bucs  will  have  an  impressive  group  of 
young  pass  catchers  this  fall.  Sophomore 


Edward  Gadson  caught  as  many  passes  in 
the  spring  game  (nine)  as  he  did  in  three 
games  last  season.  Sophomore  Ryan 
Robertson  was  named  the  team's  most 
improved  receiver  during  the  spring, 
while  junior  Terrence  Scurry  and  senior 
Jomare  Turner  possess  game-breaking 
potential  on  the  outside. 

Last  year's  leading  rusher,  Robert 
Adams,  returns  for  his  sophomore  season 
after  averaging  4.7  yards  per  carry  last 
year.  Senior  Travis  Mays  also  returns, 
with  East  Tennessee  State  transfer  Kenny 
Harper  expected  to  make  a  major  impact 
in  the  backfield  as  well. 

"We  were  able  to  develop  some  good 
depth  at  running  back  during  the  spring," 
said  Mills.  "Robert  and  Travis  are  veterans, 
and  Harper  has  the  type  of  athletic  ability 


that  will  put  him  on  the  field  a  lot  this  fall." 

CSU's  offensive  line  will  have  some  new 
faces,  with  most  of  the  experience  return- 
ing at  guard  where  seniors  Bryce  Gregory 
and  Jonathan  Parra  return.  Senior  tackle 
Will  Bratcher  returns  after  missing  last 
season,  and  senior  James  Stewart  returns 
with  experience  at  guard  and  tackle. 

"We  certainly  feel  better  about  the 
depth  along  the  offensive  line  than  we  did 
a  year  ago,  but  we'll  also  be  counting  on 
some  younger  guys  to  step  in  and  con- 
tribute," said  Mills. 

Anchoring  CSU's  defense  are  returning 
linebackers  Bowe  Butler,  a  senior,  and 
sophomore  Jonna  Lee.  Lee  was  the  Big 
South  Freshman  of  the  Year  last  year  after 
leading  the  Bucs  with  98  tackles  and  11.5 
tackles  for  loss.  Butler,  a  fourth-year 
starter,  had  86  tackles  last  season  and  is 
closing  in  on  200  career  tackles. 

Sophomore  linebacker  Anthony  Moore 
had  an  outstanding  spring,  and  senior 
Sheldon  Evans  is  making  the  move  from 
running  back  to  the  bandit  position  this  fall. 
Defensive  back  Kijana  Thomas  is  a  return- 
ing all-conference  performer,  and  junior 
spur  Tavares  Shorter  was  named  the  team's 
most  improved  defensive  back  in  the  spring. 

Up  front,  the  Bucs  have  major  voids  to  fill 
and  a  pair  of  midyear  transfers  -  Andy 
DeGraftenreid  and  Christian  D'Agostino  - 
appear  ready  for  the  task  after  an  outstanding 
spring.  Sophomore  tackle  Brett  Bowdren 
returns  as  a  starter  up  front  and  had  a  great 
spring,  and  junior  Devin  Maffett  moved 
from  the  offensive  line  to  the  defensive  line 
with  great  success  during  the  spring. 

"Our  defensive  line  was  probably  the 
most  improved  area  during  the  spring," 
said  Mills.  "We  only  have  one  senior 
along  the  front  seven  (defensive  line  and 
linebackers)  so  that  appears  to  be  an  area 
where  we  can  be  solid  for  years  to  come." 

The  Buccaneers  open  the  season  with 
three  consecutive  games  on  the  road, 
playing  The  Citadel  in  the  opener  on 
Sept.  4.  After  games  at  Presbyterian  and 
Jacksonville,  the  Bucs  open  the  home 
schedule  on  Sept.  25  against  the 
University  of  Charleston  (WVa.).  Other 
home  games  include  VMI  (10-2),  North 
Greenville  (10-23),  Allen  (11-6)  and 
Gardner- Webb  (11-13).  •

House  Plans  That  Involve  You, 
Your  House  and  Your  Interest  in  the  University 


Like  many  people,  your  house  is  prob- 
ably the  single  largest  asset  in  your 
estate.  It  represents  a  significant  invest- 
ment, something  you  paid  faithfully  for 
over  the  years.  Consequently,  it's  only  nat- 
ural that  you  want  to  move  cautiously  in 
making  any  decisions  about  the  future  of 
your  "Home  Sweet  Home."  Nevertheless, 
you  are  willing  to  consider  some  new 
ideas.  To  help  explore  some  of  the  options 
available  to  you,  here  are  three  house 
plans  that  involve  you,  your  house  and 
your  interest  in  CSU. 

THE  LIVE-IN  PLAN 

Perhaps  you  intend  to  make  a  major 
gift  to  CSU.  In  fact  you  would  even  give 
your  house  if  you  could.  One  problem: 
you'd  have  no  place  to  live.  You  could,  of 
course,  simply  bequeath  your  home  to 
CSU  through  your  will.  Another  way  is  to 
give  your  house  to  CSU  now,  but  retain 
the  right  to  live  in  it  for  the  rest  of  your 
life.  This  could  provide  you  with  a  current 
income  tax  charitable  deduction  -  some- 
thing that  wouldn't  happen  were  you  to 
make  the  transfer  through  your  will.  It 
would  also  remove  the  house  from  your 
estate,  which  could  possibly  save  estate  tax. 

THE  CHARITABLE  TRUST  PLAN 

This  house  plan  is  great  for  those 
who  need  additional  retirement 
income  -  and  yet  still  want 
to  make  a  gift  of  their 
house.      Here's  an 
example  of  how  it 
might  work.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Smith 
have  a  house 


valued  at  $250,000.  They  bought  it  for 
$50,000  more  than  30  years  ago  and  now 
own  it  free  and  clear.  Meeting  with  CSU's 
director  of  planned  giving,  they  learn  they 
can  divide  the  deed  and  put  part  of  the 
house  into  a  charitable  remainder  unitrust 
while  retaining  the  other  part  to  sell  for 
cash  to  buy  a  condominium. 

They  like  the  idea  that  the  trustee  will 
assume  the  major  role  in  selling  the  prop- 
erty, thus  relieving  them  of  this  hassle. 
Once  sold,  the  trustee  will  invest  the  trust's 
share  in  securities  to  provide  a  lifetime  flow 
of  income  for  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Smith. 
Additionally,  since  the  trust  is  a  charitable 
trust,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Smith  will  obtain  an 
income  tax  charitable  deduction  which 
they  can  apply  to  their  taxable  income. 

THE  PART-GIVE,  PART-SELL  PLAN 

This  option  is  similar  to  the  previous 
one,  except  there  is  no  charitable  trust 
involved.  The  donors  divide  the  deed 
and  give  one  part  to  the 
charity.  The  donors 
and  charity 
then  sell 


the  house,  each  receiving  their  share  of  the 
proceeds.  Because  part  of  the  deed  goes  to 
a  qualified  charity,  the  tax  benefits  are 
quite  favorable.  As  with  most  gift  plans, 
there  are  variations  to  this  plan  providing 
an  array  of  possibilities.  In  fact,  the 
options  are  nearly  endless. 

There  are  various  ways  to  use  your 
house  to  meet  your  own  needs  as  well  as 
those  of  CSU.

Metts  Endows 
Scholarship 

James  R.  Metrs,  sheriff  of  Lexington 
County,  presented  CSU  with  a  check 
on  May  20  to  establish  the  James  R.  Metts 
Endowed  Scholarship.  The  check  [or 
$11,500  came  from  the  proceeds  of  the 
first  annual  Sheriff  James  R.  Metts  Golf 
Tournament,  held  in  April  at  the  Country 
Club  of  Lexington. 

Metts,  who  has  been  sheriff  of 
Lexington  County  for  31  years,  teaches 
graduate-level  courses  in  criminal  justice 
at  CSU  and  was  enrolled  as  a  transfer  stu- 
dent in  1969,  commuting  four  nights  a 
week  from  the  Midlands  to  Charleston. 
"I've  seen  this  campus  grow  a  lot  since

then,  and  I  look  forward  to  seeing  it  grow 
even  more  in  the  future, "  Metts  said.  He 
has  pledged  to  endow  four  scholarships 
for  criminal  justice  majors  at  the 
University,  with  preference  going  to  stu- 
dents from  Lexington  County.  "I  want  to 
be  able  to  give  back  to  the  community, 
and  education  is  something  important  to 
me,"  said  Metts,  who  earned  a  doctorate 
while  serving  as  sheriff. 

Lester  "Butch"  Reynolds,  who  served  as 
host  of  the  golf  tournament,  said  that 
some  people  who  were  approached  about 
the  tournament  initially  wondered  if  the 
money  was  going  to  Metts'  reelection 
fund.  But  when  Reynolds  assured  them 
that  all  proceeds  would  go  to  the  scholar- 
ship fund,  "their  eyes  lit  up,"  he  said. 
Dr.  Beth  Bailey,  assistant  professor  of 
criminal  justice  at  CSU,  told  Metts  that 
he  is  a  favorite  amongst  criminal  justice 
students  because  he  is  able  to  bring  real- 
life  experience  to  the  classroom.  Metts 
said,  "I  drive  down  here  and  teach  because 
I  enjoy  working  with  the  students.  You've 
got  mature,  dedicated,  hardworking  stu- 
dents here." 

CSU  President  Dr.  Jairy  C.  Hunter  Jr. 
thanked  Metts  and  Reynolds  for  their 
hard  work,  explaining  that  donations  like 
this  one  often  get  the  ball  rolling  for  a 
larger  endowment  in  the  future.  "This  is 
the  kind  of  leadership  move  that  will 
make  that  happen,"  he  said.

School  of  Education 
Awarded  Prestigious 
Fulbright-Hays  Grant

The  United  States  Department  of 
Education  announced  on  March  23 
that  CSU's  School  of  Education  has  won 
a  prestigious  Fulbright-Hays  Foundation 
Group  Curriculum  Projects  Abroad 
Grant,  one  of  only  44  awarded  nation- 
wide. The  grant  will  provide  $68,000  for 
CSU's  Teaching  &  Learning  in  Ghana 
(TLG)  Program,  and  will  enable  12  expe- 
rienced North  Carolina  and  South 
Carolina  elementary,  middle  and  high 
school  teachers  to  spend  five  intensive 
weeks  in  Ghana,  West  Africa.  The  teach- 
ers will  visit  historical  and  cultural  sites 
and  engage  in  direct  experiences  with  and 
instruction  of  kindergarten  through  8th 
grade  students  at  Tuwohofo-Holly 
School,  Akotokyir  Village,  and  other 
schools  in  the  Pedu-Abura-Efutu  area  of 
Cape  Coast,  Ghana. 

Participants  will  work  with  Ghanaian 
classroom  teachers,  do  demonstration 
teaching   and    immerse   themselves  in 
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Recent  graduate  Anglea  Killian  was  a  member  of 
the  2002  team  that  visited  Ghana,  West  Africa. 


Ghanaian  village  life.  Participants  will 
spend  time  gathering  information  and 
materials  in  order  to  develop  a  series  of 
Ghana-related  curriculum  units  for  dissem- 
ination to  teachers  for  use  in  social  studies 
and  language  arts  classes.  The  Ghana  cur- 
riculum units  will  also  be  placed  on  the 
School  of  Educations  Web  site  for  availabil- 
ity to  classroom  teachers  everywhere. 

This  will  be  the  TLG  Programs  second 
trip  to  Ghana.  In  2002,  a  group  of  CSU 
undergraduate  teacher  education  students 
spent  three  weeks  teaching  at  Tuwohofo- 
Holly  School.  That  trip  was  funded  by 
CSU's  Global  Education  Committee  and 
the  Consortium  for  Global  Education.  Dr. 
Don  Clerico  and  Dr.  Pat  Bower,  professors 
of  education,  direct  the  TLG  program. 

The  $68,000  from  the  Fulbright-Hays 
grant  will  fund  64  percent  of  the  trip's 
expenses,  with  CSU  and  participants 
funding  the  other  34  percent.  •

'ince  I  joined  the 
'alumni  board  in 
1985,  I've  watched 
this  campus  grow 
and  prosper  in  stu-

The  Alumni  Association  has  grown 
right  alongside  the  University  and  faces  its 
own  challenges  as  the  school  celebrates  its 
40th  anniversary. 

The  Association  was  founded  in 
1982  and  has  done  some  terrific 
things  to  encourage  connections 
between  alumni  and  their  alma  mater.  As 
president  of  the  governing  body  for  the 
CSUAA,  I  know  that  the  board  has  worked 
hard  to  increase  alumni  participation,  plan 
fun  events,  assist  with  fundraising  projects, 
and  do  other  things  for  the  good  of  the 
alumni.  Some  of  our  plans  worked,  and 
some  of  our  plans  didn't,  but  if  we've 
learned  one  thing  along  the  way,  it's  that 
change  is  hard,  but  necessary.

As  a  result  of  this  interac- 
tion, the  board  realized  that  the  by-laws 
governing    the    management    of  the 


CSUAA  needed  to  change  in  order  to 
keep  up  with  the  trends  in  alumni  rela- 
tions. So,  for  the  past  four  meetings, 
the  board  has  discussed, 
sometimes  argued,  and 
ultimately  approved 
changes  to  the  by-laws  gov- 
erning the  operation  of  the 
CSUAA  board. 

•  The  position  of  imme- 
diate past-president  was 
added  to  the  board.  This 
addition  changed  the  num- 
ber of  voting  board 
members  to  13.  The  person 
who  serves  as  immediate 
past-president  will  be  able  to 

lend  guidance,  offer  advice,  and  serve  as 
the  tie-breaking  vote  on  issues  relating  to 
Association  business. 

•  We  have  set  two-year  term  limits  for 
each  of  the  five  executive  offices  -  presi- 
dent, vice  president,  secretary,  treasurer, 
and  immediate  past-president.  Officers 
whose  terms  have  expired  will  be  able  to 
volunteer  on  committees  and  be  recog- 
nized as  former  Association  officers. 

•  Term  limits  were  already  in  place  for 
the  eight  general  board  members,  but 
the  by-laws  were  amended  to  include 
the  recommendation  that  specific 
alumni  groups  be  represented  among 
the  general  member  positions.  Young 
alumni,  athletic  alumni,  nontraditional

detailed  job  description  for  his/her 
position.  A  handbook  for  volunteers  and 
committees  is  being  written  and  will  be 
available  to  any  alumnus  who  works  with 
the  board. 

•  The  position  of  vice  president  has 
been  given  some  new  duties.  He/she  will 

be  the  main  liaison  between 
chapters  and  the  board. 
He/she  will  be  responsible 
for  promoting  chapter 
events,  communicating 
between  the  board  and 
chapters,  and  encouraging 
the  participation  of  chapter 
representatives  in  general 
alumni  events.  The  vice 
president  shall  also  serve  as 
the  chairperson  of  the  nom- 
inating committee  for  both 
the  alumni  board  and  alum- 
ni awards.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the 
term  of  office  of  the  president,  the  vice 
president  shall  automatically  rotate  into 
that  office.  However,  if  for  some  unfore- 
seen circumstance,  the  vice  president 
cannot  assume  the  role  of  president,  the 
executive  committee  will  have  the  power 
to  nominate  a  fellow  officer  to  assume  the 
position.  That  nomination  must  be  con- 
firmed by  majority  vote  of  the  board. 

•  The  treasurer's  job  description  has 
also  changed.  The  treasurer  shall 
report  to  the  executive  committee, 
alumni  board  and  alumni  association 

at  their  meetings  on  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  Association.  The  treasurer 
shall  work  with  the  executive  committee 
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and  the  director  of  alumni  affairs  to  help 
develop  an  annual  budget  of  expenses 
regarding  the  Association  account  as  rep- 
resented as  a  line  item  in  the  CSU  budget 
and  the  Association's  checking  account. 
The  treasurer  shall  ensure  that  all  records, 
invoices  and  bank  statements  are  properly 
stored  and  maintained,  shall  accurately 
record  all  financial  transactions  of  the 
Association,  and  maintain  written  records 
of  those  transactions. 

•  The  committees  within  the  board 
have  been  restructured.  The  follow- 
ing committees  will  be  considered 
standing      committees      of  the 
Association: 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

The  five  executive  officers  make  up  this 
committee,  and  they  are  responsible  for 
ensuring  the  activities  of  the  other  com- 
mittees maintain  the  mission,  budget  and 
policies  of  the  Association.  They  also 
work  closely  with  the  alumni  office  in  for- 
mulating the  annual  budget  and 
coordinate  communication  with  other 
departments  on  campus. 

NOMINATIONS  AND  AWARDS  COMMITTEE 

This  committee  will  have  one  co-chair 
from  the  alumni  board  and  five  volun- 
teer members  from  the  alumni 
population  at-large.  This  group  has 
the  important  responsibility  of  locat- 
ing potential  candidates  for  leadership 
positions  on  the  board,  organizing  and 
executing  the  nomination,  ballot,  and 
annual  election  process  for  positions  on 
the  board,  coordinating  the  incoming  and 
outgoing  board  members  to  facilitate  the 
smooth  transition  of  office  and  organizing 
and  executing  the  discovery,  nomination, 
and  confirmation  of  alumni  for  any  of  the 
annual  alumni  awards.

The 
group  was  divided  into  three  subcommit- 
tees -  Homecoming,  Alumni/  Spring 
Fling  weekend,  and  Alumni 
Networking  nights.

•  General  board  members  can  serve  a 
maximum  of  two  consecutive  terms. 
When  a  general  board  member  serves  two 
consecutive  terms  (four  years)  without 
being  elected  or  rotated  to  another  posi- 
tion, he  or  she  shall  be  eligible  for 
re-election  only  after  having  been  out  of 
office  for  one  full  year. 

•  Should  conditions  exist  that  would 
cause  a  general  board  member  to  serve  a 
third  consecutive  term,  the  alumni  popu- 
lation at-large  will  have  the  opportunity 
to  vote  for  or  against  the  candidate,  or 
submit  a  write-in  candidate  during  the 
annual  election  process. 


•  The  purpose  of  each 
standing  committee  is  to 
not  only  execute  their 
respective  projects  but  also 
to  generate  a  strong,  work- 
ing volunteer  base  from  which  the 

nominations  and  awards  committee 
may  recruit  candidates  for  future 
Alumni  Board  elected  positions. 

•  Nominees  from  the  alumni  popula- 
tion at-large  for  volunteer  positions  on 
any  standing  committee  can  come  from 
any  geographic  area  as  long  as  an  out-of- 
town  member  doesn't  compromise  the 
functionality  of  the  committee. 

•  Volunteer  committee  members  can 
serve  a  maximum  of  two  one-year  terms 
on  any  committee.  At  the  end  of  a  one- 
year  term,  a  volunteer  member  can  switch 
to  a  different  committee  as  long  as  the 
Executive  Committee  approves  the 
switch.  Extensions  to  a  volunteer's  term 
shall  be  approved  on  a  case-by-case  basis
